IN MOKE polite circles, they're 


Tuiown as receivers of stolen goods. 
Like parasites, they feed off the 
weakness, the poor training, the 
unfortunate 
circumstances 
sur- 


rounding the. majority of juvenile 


»offenders. 


The small-time fence some- 


times assumes the role of a sec- 
ond-hand dealer >of used mer- 
chandise. The fence places a 
stigma on an otherwise legiti- 
mate and worthwhile enterprise. 
AND DEALING in stolen goods, 


in many cases the merchandise 
"lifted" by veritable children, the 
fence is in a position to pay 'as 
little as a fraction of the amount 
he will accept for resale of stolen 
property. 


The fence is not one to respect 


his obligation to society. Where 
he could deter children from a 
life of crime by refusing to pur- 
chase illegal merchandise, he 
encourages them to continue on 
paths toward becoming mature 
criminals.

AND THAT combination will 


probably cost the boy many of the 
future years of his life. He'll spend 
them behind bars. What did he get 
for his efforts ... a few lousy dol- 
lars. 


That boy is the same lad who 


threw away a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to make good an 
easier way ... to go to world 
famous Boy's Town. He'll never 
have a chance like that again. 
He couldn't resist the temptation 
placed before him by a fence. 
Would he have done better if that 
temptation wasn't there?

Planting Time Festival to 
Follow the Sun Northward 


Garden Organizations will initiate Planting Time activities on 


v the date shown for«each zone. 


Spring spreads slowly over the 


North American continent. In Flor- 
ida planting time is three months 
earlier than in Minnesota. This 
makes it impossible for gardeners 
throughout the country to celebrate 
a national garden week, which 
would fit the season in all states. 


To obtain action in unison among 


all who are interested in practicing 
and promoting home gardening, 
'the American Council of Horticul- 
ture has devised a moving spring 
festival, known as Planting Time, 
which follows the sun as it travels 
north from January until March. 


Based on records of the U. S. 


department of agriculture the coun- 
try is divided into four zones. In 
each the average date of the last 
kilhpg frost is approximately the 
same. One month before this date 
is selected as Planting Time in 
that zone. Seeds of hardy varieties 
may be sown; hardy plants may 
be transplanted; tender varieties 
may be started under protection, 
and merchants of garden goods 
should make these available to 
their customers. 


Since it is considered impracti- 


cal to divide a state into several 
zones, each state has been consid- 
ered as a unit, and assigned a date 


for the beginning of -"Planting 
Time" which represents the aver 
age climate of the whole state, al 
though it may not be exactly righ 
for either the earliest or latest sec 
tions of the state area. The dates 
assigned to the various states on 
this basis are as follows: 


January 1—Florida. 
February 1—Alabama, Arkansas 


Arizona, California, Georgia, Loui 
siana, Mississippi, New Mexico 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, Texas 


February 15—Kansas, Kentucky 


Maryland, Missouri, North Caro 
lina, Oregon, Tennessee, Virginia 
Washington, West Virginia. 


March 1—Colorado, Connecticut 


Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana 
Iowa, Maine, Massachusetts, Mich 
igan.

Let Heat From Basement 
Keep Your Hot-Bed Warm 


Even the smallest garden can 


profit from a hot-bed in which 
plants can be started weeks earlier 
than seeds can be sown outdoors. 
The plants you grow cost a fraction 
of those purchased in the market. 


Most economical in space, cost 


and upkeep, is a hot-bed built 
around a window opening from a 
heated basement, preferably a 
couth window. In front of the win- 
dow make a shallow excavation, 
about a foot deep. The size must 
be figured carefully, so that a 
frame set/ in this excavation can 
be covered by window or hot-bed 
sash. As in the case of other hot- 
beds, a glass substitute may be 
used on the sash, if desired. 


Build a frame to fit in the exca- 


vation. The sides must slant sharp- 
ly from a point above the window, 
almost to the ground. Fit the sash 
on this frame, using hinges at the 
top so the sash may easily be rais- 
ed for ventilation. Earth may be 
banked around the frame to keep 
out the cold; and the sides should 
be 'as tight as possible to keep out 
thj wind. 


The frame may have to be caulk- 


ed, where it joins the foundation to 
prevent drafts, 6therwise it is built 
like the garden type, using a stand- 
fcrd or odd size sash as you choose.

Fire Losses 
; 
' 


Increase in 
Winter Time 


Tht National Board of Fire Un- 


derwriters this week ' (or today) 
warned against fire hazards in the 
home that during the winter months 
result in fire losses greater than at 
any other, time of the year. 


According to the NBFU, total fire 


losses in the United States this 
year (1952) will reach1 $770,000,000— 
an increase of some six per cent 
over last year's record- losses of 
$730,084,000. 


Last year, NBFU said, fire losses 


for the months of December (1951) 
through March (1952) amounted to 
1284,540,000,' an increase pt three 
per cent over losses of $276,149,000 
reported for the 
corresponding 


months of the year before, and an 
increase, of 10.8 per cent over losses 
of $258,910,000 for a like period two 
years ago. 


Faulty stoves, furnaces, boilers 


account for a major'portion of all 
fires during winter months. Other 
causes are overheated or, defective 
chimneys and flues, hot ashes and 
coals (including open fires), and 
sparks on roof. 


On the basis of fire loss claims, 


NBFU reported that those .hazards 
accounted for close to 20 per cent 
of all fires resulting from known 
causes during a 10-year period, 1941 
through 1950. Such hazards are in 
addition to the ever-present ones 
of matches-smoking and misuse of 
electricity that account for nearly 
40 per cent of all fires-every year. 


To help overcome such fire haz- 


ards, the NBFU offers these sug- 
gestions: 


1. Never overwork or "force" a 


furnace or heater that is giving in- 
sufficient heat. 


2. Never try to "speed up" a fire 


by using gasoline 'or kerosene. 


3. Keep a metal screen in front 


of a burning fireplace. 


4. Use care in handling hot ashes.

(never a wooden or cardboard con- 
tainer). 


5. Keep wood, coal and flam- 


mable liquid away from furnace 
and the furnace room free of 
trash. 


6. Dispose of all rubbish safely.

The main things to watch are 


temperature and drafts. Ventila- 
tion is necessary on-warm days, 
and for very short periods on 
cooler days.

The relative ease of installation 


of gypsum wallboard, which is, in 
effect, prefabricated plaster, has 
marked it for extensive usage in 
expansion attics. It offers an in- 
terior wall that is crack-resistant, 
highly fire-resistant 
and which 


takes any type of decoration- 
paint, wallpaper, fabric, etc. 


However, gypsum wallboard In- 


terior walls i are only as good as 
the taping job which conceals the 
joints of the board. 
Any home 


handyman can do a good joint- 
concealment job i'f he pays strict 
attention to' the wallboard manu- 
facturer's instructions and uses 
materials recommended by the 
maker for the purpose. 


The first step in joint conceal- 


ment is to spread the special ad- 
hesive with a broadknife into the 
channel formed by the recessed 
edges of the adjoining 
boards. 


Completely cover the channel to a 
depth of about 1/16 of an inch. 


"Perforated reinforcing tape is 


then embedded in the adhesive the 
full length of the channel. The 
tape is embedded under moderate 
pressure. 
A thin coat of cement 


should separate the tape from the 
wallboard. 
Smooth down cement 


forced through, the perforations 
with a putty knife. Wipe the joint 
clean to remove excess cement. 


Allow the embedded tape to dry

broad knife on both side of the 
joint. This coat completely con- 
ceals the recess. Leave the surf- 
ace as smooth as possible and 
avoid knife maiks in the adhesive.

Three of these dams are the principal'targets of the South 
; Dakotans. According to the Institute, the dams will perma- 
. nently submerge more land than has even been temporarily 
; inundated by a flood. Little of the soil in the state is suita- 
. ble for irrigation, but the irrigation plan proposed would 
; mean a lien on each farm and a fixed water charge whether 
• the farmer used the water or not. To cap the climax, it is 
I highly improbable that enough water could be stored during 
• dry years to provide continuous electric power, so coal pow- 
I ered generating plants would have to be built, 
; 
South Dakota citizens also argue that high dams are not 


• the solution to their state's flood problem, and that improved 
I watershed management and intensified soil conservation pro- 
_grams, along with a series of low retention dams, will pro- 
duce far better results than the huge, incredibly expensive 
Jnainstream structures.

This is representative of a type of thinking that is gain- 


ing more and more adherents in all the regions where multi- 
purpose dams are urged. In case after case, it has been shown 
•that such dams might actually lead to more land loss than 
'they would conserve. Had all the Pick-Sloan dams been in 
existence, they would have been valueless in controlling some 
of the most destructive of recent floods. Past experience 
proves that the initial cost estimates, by the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau, are almost always far less than 
;the true, final cost. And, last but not least, many of the big- 
dam advocates are primarily interested in socializing the elec- 
tric power production of this nation, and deceptively use land 
reclamation and' flood control to camouflage that intention.

Federal Reserve Bank, 'Radical* in '13, Contributes Six to Official Ike Family 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—How times have changed is 


indicated by President-elect Dwight Elsenhower's nam- 
ing of six Federal Reserve Bank officials to his official 
family. 


When the Federal Reserve Act was passed in 1913, it 


was considered by many as a highly radical piece of 
legislation. Sen. Nelson Aldrich of Rhode Island, a Re- 
publican who led the fight against creation of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, called it "socialistic in its features 
of government control." 


And the Banking and Currency Committee hearings 


on the several reserve bank bills under consideration at 
the time are full of telegrams from bankers all around 
the country, urging Congress to "avoid all radical legis- 
lation affecting credit." 


Forty years later, the Federal Reserve Board and its 


banking system are regarded as bulwarks of conserva- 
tism 'and safeguards against bureaucratic control over 
fiscal' affairs. 


The Federal Reserve officials whom General Eisen- 


hower has picked for high office include Marion B. Fol- 
som and Randolph Burgess for Treasury, Robert T. Ste- 
vens for Secretary of the Army, Robert B. Anderson for 
Secretary of the Navy, William I. Myers and Albert 
Mitchell, for the new Agricultural Advisory committee. 


Incidentally, the present members of the Federal 


Reserve Board of Governors in Washington have now de- 
cided not to submit their resignations to President Eisen- 
hower. To do so would be an admission that they con- 
sidered themselves political appointees. 
They want to 


be known as independents and above politics. So they'll 
wait till their terms run out. 


THE OLD WAT 


The fact that General Eisenhower 'did not appoint the 


heads of the Big Three farm organizations to his new 
Agricultural - Advisory Committee has recalled stories 
about other Washington groups on which Farm Bureau, 
Grange and Farmers' Union officials served. 


Back in the early days of the war, when Claude 


Wickard was Secretary of Agriculture, he had a monthly 
meeting with the Big Three. Ed O'Neill was head of the 
Farm Bureau then, Albert Goss was head of the Grange 
and Jim Patton, then as now, headed Farmers' Union. 


The Big Three so often disagreed on farm policy that 


their meetings with Wickard became known as "The Sec- 
retary's Monthly Shouting Society."

appear for a short time and then 
go away without leaving any harm- 
ful effects. 


One common type of muscular 


pain and aching is that which de- 
velops when a person has been 
sleeping or sitting in a 
drafty 


place. This can be most severe. 
Occasionally, someone wakes up 
with a muscu'ar pain in the neck 
or shoulder xvhich makes turning 
th head impossible. Usually, how- 
ever, this kind 
of rheumatism 


lasts for only a few hours or days. 


Infections and toxic conditions 


are common sources of trouble.

Norwegian Shows Way to Win Hand 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The match for the World's Cham- 


pionship now ending reminds me 
of some of the fine hands played 
in the European Championship last 
summer. A Swedish team won that 
championship and earned the right 
to compete against the American 
champions for the world champion- 
ship. 


Today's hand was played during 


the European Championship be- 
tween the Norwegian and the Eng- 
lish team. In both rooms the final 
contract was four spades, although 
it was reached by somewhat dif- 
ferent bidding in the two rooms. 


In the first room the English de- 


clarer won the first trick with the 
ace of spades and promptly led a 
low diamond from his hand.* When 
West played low, dummy finessed 
Jie seven and East won with the 
lack. 


East realized that South would 


not attempt this deep finesse unless 
le had three diamonds. This meant 
hat West had started with a dou- 
bleton diamond, in which case a 
ruffing trick could be obtained. 


last therefore returned a diamond 


at once. 


Dummy won, and declarer led a 
rump to knock out East's king. 
2ast then led his last diamond, and 
West was able to ruff. West natur- 
ally took the'ace of hearts at once 
o defeat the contract. 
In the other room a Norwegian 


>layer demonstrated a better way 
o play the hand: After winning the 
irst trick with the'ace of spades, 


promptly led his singleton heart 


This play could coat very little if 
Eaat had the ace of hearts, but it, 
would gain a great deal if West 
had the ace of hearts. 


A* it,happened, West did have 


the. ace of hearts and put it up at 
once. Now dummy's king of hearts 
could furnish a diamond discard to 
declarer, and South needed ,only 
the normal finesse of the queen of 
diamond* instead of a deep finesse.

To Defrost Fruits 


The way you defrost frozen fruits, when preparing them for the 


table, can mean the difference between good and poor quality. 


Woricers in the nutrition research laboratory, University of Illinois, 


thawed fruits in various ways and then compared the quality. Their 
findings show three methods of defrosting frozen, fruits are equally sat- 
isfactory, provided the fruits are left in their sealed containers while 
they are defrosting. 
This keeps 


at a minimum the loss of aroma, 
flavor, and color. 


The laboratory workers reported 


satisfactory quality in fruits thaw- 
ed in the refrigerator, at room 
temperature, and in cold running 
water. It takes six to 12 hours for 
a pint container of fruit frozen in 
sugar syrup to thaw in the refrig- 
erator, three or four hoursln the 
room, and about one to one and 
one-half hours to thaw under cold 
running water. 


Thaw frozen fruits so the last 


traces of ice will have just disap- 
peared at the time you want to 
serve them. When once thawed 
and exposed to the air, fruits lose 
flavor rapidly, 
and light-colored 


fruits darken readily. 


Powdered Bleaches Safe for 


Fabrics 


Powdered laundry bleaches are 


selling at the date of two million 
boxes every month. Homemakers 
are finding a number of different 
ones on the market, and are in- 
terested to know how these com- 
pare with traditional liquid bleach- 
es. 


Home 


Catherine Sullivan, University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture, says 
f clothes are not extremely dirty, 
jowdered bleaches will keep them 
white and fresh; but in the case of 
extreme soil a liquid bleach will 
be more effective. 


The outstanding selling point of 


>owdered bleaches, believes Miss 
Sullivan, is that they seem to be 
safe for all fibers. Also, if a bit 
of powdered bleach is spilled on 
clothing, it will not fade the col- 
ors nor will it harm the fibers in 
any way. 


It is reported from a recent test 


that even when three times the 
amount of recommended powdered 
bleach was used, the colors in 
fabrics were not affected. Careful 
testing also showed that under 
good washing conditions, satisfac- 
tory bleaching was achieved with- 
out harmful effects on the tensile 
strength of the fabric.

the best results in hot water 
(150° F.). Sodium perborate is the 
chemical in the powder that Is re- 
sponsible for the bleaching action. 
Some powders contain more" of this 
chemical than others, so of course 
the brands available are not uni- 
formly effective. 


In the last analysis, the home- 


maker will have to decide between 
the safety of the powdered bleach- 
es and the quick action 
of the 


liquid bleaches. 


Sewing Nylon Fabrics 


Lots of smart women are using 


some of the Jong winter hours to 
get some sewing done. Just a 
suggestion or two if your fabric is 
nylon or part nylon: make very 
sure that you use a very 
fine, 


sharp, new sewing machine needle. 
Experiment with the thread you 
use, test the tension and length 
of stitch on your sewing machine. 


Nylon material calls for nylon 


thread. Nylon fabric that is blend- 
ed with cotton, wool or rayon 
should be sewed with the nylon 
thread. 


When winding nylon on the bob- 


bin make sure it winds evenly but 
not tightly. If the machine doesn't 
seem to do this well, it may be 
best to wind the bobbin by hand. 


Try out the stitch on a scrap of 


cloth before you start to sew. If 
the fabric puckers, lengthen the 
stitch and -loosen the tension. If 
material still puckers, you may 
have to hold material firmly in 
front and in back of the needle 
and guide it through. You will 
need to avoid pulling and will be 
required to stitch slowly. Stitch- 
ing seams over paper may also 
work on some nylon fabrics.

Day at DHS, January 27; 
John Thorn Speaks'td Group 


"The Need for Vocational Guidance" was the topic of 


John Thorn, educational consultant of Deforest Training, Inc., 
when he spoke to the juniors and seniors of Dixon high school 
Wednesday. The Vocational Guidance program is sponsored 
by the Dixon Woman's club. 


R. E. LaFerte, local representative of Deforest Training, 


Inc., acted as the contact between the speaker and the Wom- 
an's club and was helpful in arranging Wednesday's program. 


Mrs. Howard Byers, president of ^ 


the Dixon Woman's club, intro- 
duced the speaker. 


B. J. Frazer gave a short talk on 


the vocational guidance program. 


Other Woman's club members 


present were: Mrs. C. F. Johnston, 
13th District president, Mrs. Henry 
Knelson, publicity chairman, Mrs. 
Herbert Klatt, Youth Conservation 
chairman, Mrs. F. J. Trautwein, 
and one parent, Mrs. Max Van 
Scoy. 


In Thorn's talk he said that the 


vocational program in this city is 
above average. He pointed out 
what happens if one is not interest- 
ed in vocational guidance. Many 
are not aware that we live in a 
highly industrialized age and the 
pitfalls that go with such an age. 
It is easy to fall into a routine and 
not advance. Men become ma- 
chine-like if they don't plan to keep 
broadening their interests. 


No One Alike 


He went on to say that no-one is 


alike and pointed out the impor- 
tance of the individual. 


Thorn said that women are hold- 


ing almost the same positions as 
men. For economic reasons women 
must have extra curricular inter- 
ests. Boys are apprehensive be- 
cause they don't know what is go- 
ing to happen. However, it is very 
possible for a boy to get something 
out of the military. 


The speaker said a good idea is 


to look up a new field each week 
and after that it does not take long 
to chart your course.

Fane, senior, asked "Do you think 
it would be better to start vocation- 


al guidance in grade school?" 
Thorn's answer was, "Yes." 


David Mays asked "Should one 


go to college or go to service 
first?" The answer was, get as 
much college as possible first, as 
there is a possibility of continuing 
the course in service. 


Susan Rock asked, "How much 


difference does it make to have a 
college education?" The reply, "A 
lot of difference." 


Don Reeder asked, "Are there 


special subjects that one can take 
in high school that will help in 
one's chosen career?" "Yes." 


Loreata McDonald asked, "How 


do you know if you're college mate- 
rial?" The answer, "By taking 
standard tests. 


David Mays asked if it were ad- 


visable to attend a small college 
for a couple years before going on 
to a large university. Thorn said it 
was njore or less up to the individ- 
ual. 


Mrs. Johnston announced the 


regular vocational guidance day to 
be Jan. 27. She also explained the 
directory.

I will 
not stay in any institution where 
I can discover a known Commu- 
nist. If we cannot get nd of a 
known Communist, I shall not be 
there."

He expressed 
confidence that the vast majority 
of teachers aie loyal*'Americans, 
dnd he told his audience, "There 
can be those who unwittingly will 
damage you occasionally."

TV May Bring 
Sharp Change 
For Medics 


BALTIMORE dfh- Television and 


amplified sound have joined hands 
liere in an experiment that could 
mean a drastic revision in post- 
graduate medical teaching. 


It could mean that doctors in re- 


mote areas wouldn't have to leave 
their patients and travel to the big 
cities where medical universities 
are usually located. 


They could band together as 


county groups before a television 
screen and see the latest in teen- 
niques and 
new developments 


brought to them' from the univer- 
sities. 


The experiment was conducted 


at University hospital here under 
the sponsorship of the Maryland 
Academy of General Practice. 


In addition to televised teaching 


to remote areas, another advan- 
tage was explored! 


It was noted that about 60 medi- 


cal men at one time could sit in 
chairs in a large hall and watch 
what normally only one man or a 
few at the most could observe. 


For example, one demonstration 


involved diagnosis of a heart dis- 
turbance. Through amplification of 
sound, the beat could be heard in 
the farthest corner of the room. 
No stethescope needed. 


There was no need, either, for 


the doctors to crowd around the 
ittle machine which traced with a 
moving line the peaks and valleys 
as the heart contracted. 


If the state's top medical men 


decide the experiment was a suc- 
cess, the University of Maryland 
may proceed with plans to adopt 
a regular program of closed circuit 
telecasts to the county medical so- 
cieties.

The initial reports apparently 


were made by officials of the task 
force which conducted the latest 
Atomic test series, including dot 
onation of a hydrogen device. 
They contained only. confirmation 
that letters possibly containing in 
formation intended to be secret ap- 
parently were mailed by crew 
members from ships of the force. 


What the investigators obviously 


are seeking are 'actual letters 
which can 'be turned over to the 
Justice Department. It will be up 
to the department to decide wheth- 
er there is sufficient evidence for 
prosecution of some of the-letter 
writers, as was hinted by AEC of- 
ficials. 


The word of such action, in a 


statement by AEC Chairman Gor- 
don Dean last November, may 
have prompted relatives who re- 
ceived such letters to destroy them 
and deny ever having received 
them. 


None of the number of letters 


published during the week or two 
preceding AEC announcement of 
conclusion of the test series con- 
tained precise, technical informa- 
tion. But there has been concern 
lest the graphic word-pictures of 
an atomic cloud column—fire, blast 
and other features of unprece- 
dented proportions—unintentionally 
may have provided Russian nu- 
clear
